ne  way  that  we  measure 
excellence  at  Carleton  is  by 
the  success  of  our  students, 
faculty,  and  alumni.  So, 
how  have  they  done  recently?  In  the 
space  I  have  here,  I  can't  possibly 
mention  everyone  who's  received  rec- 
ognition for  their  achievements,  but  I 
would  like  to  single  out  a  few  in  the 
hope  that  it  will  give  you  a  better  idea  of  just  how  successful 
our  university  community  is. 

Amongst  the  faculty,  hardly  a  month  goes  by  without 
someone  being  recognized. 

•  In  November,  Professor  Bert  Halsall  won  a  Governor- 
General's  Award  for  Literature,  the  second  time  a  Carleton 
professor  has  been  so  recognized  in  the  past  three  years. 

•  In  December,  John  ApSimon,  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies 
and  Research,  was  honoured  with  an  "Officier"  medal  by  the 
Government  of  France  for  his  many  collaborations  in  scientific 
research  with  French  colleagues. 

•  In  March,  Anthony  Westell,  a  former  Director  of  the 
School  of  Journalism,  was  one  of  three  (and  the  only 
academic)  named  to  the  Canadian  News  Hall  of  Fame. 

This  past  winter,  students  have  also  done  us  proud  in  a 


number  of  competitions. 

•  Farhana  Sheikh  in  Systems  and  Computer  Engineering 
and  Rachel  Welch  in  Aerospace  Engineering  were  among  the 
10  winners  of  the  annual  General  Electric  Awards  in  Engineer- 
ing Design  and  Innovation,  giving  Carleton  the  unique 
distinction  of  being  the  only  university  with  two  GE  scholars. 

•  Michael  Schirmer,  in  Mechanical  Engineering,  won  first 
prize  in  the  1992  Ontario  Engineering  Competition,  Entrepre- 
neurial Division,  for  his  design  of  an  ambulance  stretcher. 

•  Students  from  the  School  of  Business  had  an  outstanding 
record  at  the  InterCollegiate  Business  Competition,  capturing 
first  place  in  two  events  and  finishing  second  overall. 

Alumni,  too,  are  gaining  recognition  and  success. 

•  David  Mowbray  now  hosts  the  prestigious  CBC  radio 
program,  Quirks  and  Quarks. 

•  Peter  Pivko  has  been  awarded  the  first  commercial 
development  project  to  be  approved  by  the  new  government 
in  Czechoslovakia. 

We're  proud  of  the  achievements  of  these,  and  others 
whom  I  have  not  been  able  to  mention.  I  think  they  speak 
volumes  about  excellence  at  Carleton.  V

New  Park  to  Celebrate  Carleton's  50th

versary? That  was  one 
of  the  questions  facing  the  Alumni 
^Jj^^^**  Association  as  we  sought  ways  to  get

Hi     tt.  M     celebrations  this  year. 

We  answered  the  question  by  pro- 
posing that  a  section  of  campus  be  designated  as  Alumni 
Park.  Our  reasoning  was  that  such  a  park  would  contribute 
to  the  attractiveness  of  the  campus  and  serve  as  a  permanent 
showcase  of  the  support  and  pride  that  alumni  feel  for 
Carleton. 

To  our  delight,  the  University  wholeheartedly  accepted 
our  suggestion,  and  offered  what  we  consider  to  be  the 
perfect  site:  the  lawn  between  the  Administration  Building 
and  the  railway  tracks. 

We  couldn't  imagine  a  more  suitable  site  on  the 
campus.  Here,  there  already  exists  a  fountain,  a  beautiful 
expanse  of  lawn,  and  many  mature  trees.  Moreover,  this  is 
the  site  where  Convocation  ceremonies  are  held  every 
summer.  What  better  place  could  students  "officially" 
become  alumni  than  right  in  Alumni  Park? 


Although  the  area  is  inherently  attractive,  a  lot  of  work 
still  needs  to  be  done  to  establish  it  as  Alumni  Park.  To 
develop  ideas  and  concepts  for  the  park,  we  organized  a 
"charrette"  involving  students  and  alumni  from  the  School  of 
Architecture  as  well  as  interested  members  of  the  University 
and  Ottawa  community.  In  effect,  this  was  a  brainstorming 
session  where  teams  were  established  to  suggest  ways  that 
the  park  could  be  developed  over  the  years. 

The  results  of  that  exercise  will  be  unveiled  at  Home- 
coming this  fall,  when  we  officially  open  the  park  at  noon 
on  Saturday,  October  3.  I  invite  all  alumni  to  become 
involved  with  the  park,  by  coming  to  the  opening  ceremony 
and  the  barbecue  that  will  follow. 

Even  if  you  can't  make  it  make  it  to  the  opening  of  the 
park,  you  can  still  help  to  wish  Carleton  a  happy  50th 
anniversary  by  promoting  the  University  in  your  personal 
and  professional  lives:  wear  a  50th  anniversary  lapel  pin,  put 
a  Carleton  sticker  on  your  rear  car  window,  be  positive  about 
Carleton  with  your  friends  and  colleagues.  By  showing  our 
support  and  pride,  we  can  give  the  University  a  meaningful

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My  China  Syndrome

w 


hile  I  am  highly 
honoured  to 
be  contribut- 
ing to  the  first 
edition  of  the  new  Carleton 
University  Magazine,  I  hope 
this  is  the  first  and  last  time  I 
have  to  get  kicked  out  of  a 
country  to  warrant  the  pub- 
a  lisher's  interest. 

China,  the  world's  last 
^^■^  major  communist  state,  at  first 

^^^T  ft V    glance  appears  wonderfully 
^^^^^  mysterious,  beautifully  scenic, 

with  classically  inscrutable  citizens,  straight  out  of  an  old  black- 
and-white  movie. 

Still,  the  geriatric  crowd  of  hardliners  who  control  China's 
population  of  one  billion,  200  million  people  can  be  downright 
frightening.  Three  MPs  from  mainline  party  House  of  Com- 
mons representatives  found  out  the  hard  way. 

What  prompted  Liberal  MP  Beryl  Gaffney  (MP  Nepean), 
and  NDP  Member  Svend  Robinson  (Burnaby-Kingsway)  and 
me  to  visit  China  for  four  days?  What  was  our  mission  that  got 
us  into  such  trouble? 

In  a  word,  friendship.  We  are  all  members  of  the  Chinese- 
Canadian  Friendship  Society,  and  it  was  this  group  that  selected 
the  three  MPs  (with  the  approval  of  our  respective  party 
officials)  to  visit  Beijing  to  cement  relations  between  Canada 
and  the  Chinese  authorities. 

It  didn't  quite  work  out  that  way. 

Our  purpose  had  been  telegraphed  last  December,  well 
before  our  departure  for  the  Far  East,  to  officials  at  the  Chinese 
Embassy  in  Ottawa.  Following  individual  one-on-one  inter- 
views, all  three  of  us  had  made  clear  to  Chinese  authorities  that 
we  wished  to  visit  the  families  of  dissidents  of  the  Tiananmen 
Square  tragedy  of  1989. 

The  Chinese  Embassy  issued  us  working  visas  for  the 
required  length  of  time. 


Our  arrival  in  Shanghai  —  my  first  glimpse  of  the  Orient 
since  a  stay  in  Hong  Kong  a  number  of  years  ago  —  was  an 
exciting  renewal  of  being  in  an  entirely  different  world,  a 
phenomenally  different  way  of  life  that  we  cloistered  Canadians 
cannot  possibly  believe. 

In  other  words,  I  was  delightfully  in  wonder  of  the  affluent 
appearance  of  Shanghai  (at  least  what  we  saw).  When  we 
arrived  in  Beijing  —  well,  it  is  a  very  uptight,  structured  capital 
like  no  other  I  have  seen  in  the  world. 

Beijing  is  not  your  admirable  tourist  destination.  It's  a 
nation-wide  prison  camp. 

Let  me  try  to  encapsulate  how  my  momentary  disillusion- 
ment of  my  treatment  by  the  Chinese  happened  (I  do  not 
pretend  to  speak  for  my  colleagues  at  this  point). 

If  you  ever  want  15  minutes  of  fame,  believe  me,  don't  try 
it  this  way.  I  literally  feared  for  my  life  as  all  three  MPs  were 
bodily  thrown  onto  the  bus,  accompanied  by  and  very  con- 
spicuously separated  by  12  (count  'em)  armed  Chinese  guards 
supposedly  en  route  to  the  Beijing  airport.  We  had  absolutely 
no  idea  whether  we  might  end  up  in  some  field  where  we 
would  be  quietly  shot,  buried,  and  never  heard  from  again. 

As  it  turned  out,  we  ended  up,  through  a  tarmac  back  door 
under  huge  tails  of  aircraft  in  a  so-called  "VIP  room".  It  was,  in 
fact,  a  holding  lounge  with  armed  guards  at  the  ready. 

The  octogenarian  hardliners  are  still  very  much  in  control 
in  Beijing.  Nothing  has  changed  since  the  murderous  massacre 
of  Tiananmen  Square. 

We  did  get  to  see  relatives  of  jailed  dissidents.  We  did 
convey  to  Chinese  authorities  that  we  were  three  Canadians 
looking  after  the  interests  of  these  Chinese  prisoners  and  their 
families. 

We  did  what  we  could.  And  we  got  kicked  out  of  the 
country.  «y

Art  Gallery  Director 
Appointed 

Michael  Bell  has  been  appointed  Director 
of  Carleton  University's  Art  Gallery,  effec- 
tive March  2,  1992. 

Bell,  who  most  recently  held  the 
position  of  Associate  Curator  at  the  Agnes 
Etherington  Art  Centre  at  Queen's  Univer- 
sity, brings  extensive  scholarly  and  curato- 
rial experience  to  Carleton. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Dean 
of  Arts  Janice  Yalden  said,  "Carleton  is 
indeed  fortunate  to  have  attracted  some- 
one of  Michael  Bell's  calibre.  His  appoint- 
ment is  surely  an  auspicious  beginning  for 
our  art  gallery." 

Bell  received  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  in  fine 
arts  from  the  University  of  Toronto. 
Throughout  his  career,  he  has  held  posi- 
tions at  the  National  Gallery  of  Canada,  the 
McMichael  Gallery,  and  the  Ontario  Arts 
Council.  He  has  written  extensively  on 
Canadian  painters  and  art,  and  received 
the  Governor  General's  Award  for  Non- 
fiction  in  1973  for  his  book,  Painters  in  a 
New  Land. 

Bell  says  that  a  number  of  factors 
combined  to  make  the  opportunity  of 
working  at  Carleton  irresistible. 

"I  was  particularly  attracted  by  the 
very  handsome  exhibition  space  that  ar- 
chitect Michael  Lundholm  has  created  in 
the  St.  Patrick's  Building,"  he  said.  "Com- 
bine that  with  the  University's  serious 
commitment  to  having  a  new  gallery,  the 
possibility  of  working  with  outstanding 
scholars,  and  a  proposed  new  M.A.  pro- 
gram in  Art  History,  and  the  potential  is 
very  exciting." 

While  he  sees  the  gallery  as  a  window 
into  the  University  for  the  community,  Bell 
believes  that  its  place  in  the  local  commu- 
nity will  come  as  a  matter  of  course. 

"The  most  pressing  issue  now  is  to 
make  the  gallery  live  and  breathe  within 
this  environment,"  he  says. 

While  the  gallery  space  is  ready  now, 
he  cautions  that  considerable  backroom 
work  must  be  completed  before  it  can  be 
opened  for  business  in  September.  This 
includes  assessing,  cataloguing,  and  stor- 
ing the  nearly  600  items  in  the  Carleton  art 
collection,  and  determining  which  will  be 
included  in  the  opening  exhibition. 

Bell  expects  that  about  50  to  100 
items  from  Carleton's  collection  will  be  on 
display  at  all  times,  and  adds  he  is  also 
looking  forward  to  travelling  exhibitions. 
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Awards  &  Honours 


Since  January,  Carleton  faculty,  staff, 
and  students  have  won  a  host  of  awards 
and  honours  for their achievements.  Here 
are  some  of  them. 

Anthony  Westell,  former  Director  of  the 
School  of  Journalism,  was  inducted  into 
the  Canadian  Newspaper  Hall  of  Fame 
on  April  4.  Professor  Westell  is  on 
sabbatical  leave  this  year,  and  officially 
retires  from  Carleton  on  June  30. 

Dean  Mellway,  the  coordinator  of  Carle- 
ton's  Physical  Disability  Program  in  the 
Paul  Menton  Centre,  won  the  Most  Valu- 
able Player  Award  at  the  World  Cup 
sledge  hockey  tournament  held  in  Ot- 
tawa. Mellway  totalled  19  points  in  five 
tournament  games  to  lead  Canada  to  its 
second  straight  triumph  in  the  World  Cup 
tournament.  Mellway  and  some  of  his 
fellow  teammates  competed  on  a  sled 
developed  at  Carleton  in  the  Science 
Technology  Workshops. 

Bruce  Doern,  Professor  of  Public  Ad- 
ministration, and  Brian  Tomlin,  Profes- 
sor of  International  Affairs  and  Political 
Science,  shared  this  year's  $10,000  Na- 
tional Business  Book  Award  for  their 
book,  Faith &Fear- The  Free  Trade  Story, 
which  explores  the  political  dynamics  of 
the  free  trade  decision.  Given  annually 
since  1985,  the  award  is  sponsored  by  the 
Financial  Times  of  Canada  and  Coopers 
&  Lybrand.  It  is  acknowledged  as  Cana- 
da's most  prestigious  business  book 
award. 

Nick  Spanos,  Professor  of  Psychology, 
has  been  was  named  the  third  most  cited 
professor  in  his  field  by  the  Personality 
and  Social  Psychology  Bulletin,  for  his 
work  in  the  field  of  hypnosis  research. 

Ten  outstanding  Carleton  University  re- 
searchers received  $10,000  research 
achievement  awards,  recognizing  excel- 
lence in  research  by  faculty.  These  awards 
are  given  annually  to  faculty  members  to 
support  their  research  projects.  The 
following  is  a  list  of  the  recipients  and 
their  projects:  Miklos  Csorgo  -  the 
preparation  of  two  book  manuscripts  - 
Cbangepoint  Analysis:  Theory  and  Ap- 


plications (with  Lajor  Hovath  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah),  and  Path  Properties  of 
Infinite  Dimensional  Stocastic  Processes, 
a  research  monograph  written  in  collabo- 
ration with  A.Y.  Lin  and  Q.M.  Shao  of 
China;  Frank Dehne  -  Parallel  Computa- 
tional Geometry  on  Processor  Networks; 
Abd  El  Halim  -  Biaxial  Testing  Facility 
for  Geosynthetics;  Louise  Heslop  -  pro- 
gram of  research  on  consumer  cue  utili- 
zation, country/product  image,  and 
women  and  work;  Jane  Jenson  -  to  co- 
author a  book  entitled,  Mitterand  et  les 
femmes:  Un  Rendez-vous  manque,  un- 
der contract  to  the  Presse  de  la  Fondation 
Nationale  des  Sciences  Politiques; 
Gregory  Kersten  -  development  of  the 
foundations  and  mechanisms  for  Hybrid 
Intelligent  Decision  Environment;  Vin- 
cent Masco  -  the  political  economy  of 
communication  and  culture;  Roderick 
Phillips  -  social  and  cultural  history  of 
adultery  in  England  from  the  Middle  Ages 
to  the  present;  Kenneth  Storey  - 
cryopreservation  of  liver  cells;  and  Edwin 
West  -  education  and  productivity. 

Kanta  Marwah,  Professor  of  Econom- 
ics, along  with  Ronald  Bodkin  of  the 
University  of  Ottawa  and  Lawrence  Klein 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  were 
selected  as  authors  of  the  outstanding 
book  of  the  year  by  Choice,  the  journal  of 
the  American  Library  Association,  for 
their  book,  A  History  ofMacroeconometric 
Model-Building.  The  reference  book 
incorporates  the  complete  history  and 
further  development  of  macro- 
econometrics. 

Alan  Gilmor  (Music),  Irwin  Gillespie 

(Economics),  Peter  Watson  (Physics), 
and  Jag  Humar  (civil  engineering)  were 
named  winners  of  the  first  annual  teach- 
ing achievement  awards.  Each  valued  at 
$10,000,  these  awards  are  intended  to 
enhance  the  teaching  of  the  recipients 
and  quality  of  instruction  at  Carleton. 
They  make  take  the  form  of  appropriate 
expenses  towards  a  teaching  develop- 
ment project  related  to  a  course  or  courses 
being  taught  by  the  recipient,  or  teaching 
release  time  for  a  project  designed  to 
enhance  current  or  future  teaching  at 
Carleton. 


Stan  Jones,  Director  of  the  Centre  for  the 
Study  of  Adult  Literacy,  was  recently 
recognized  by  the  Ottawa  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  his  efforts  in  advising  and 
evaluating  programs  at  the  Learning  Cen- 
tre in  downtown  Ottawa.  Professor  Jones 
was  honoured  for  his  work  in  the  com- 
munity, particularly  for  his  help  in  advis- 
ing and  evaluating  programs  at  the  Learn- 
ing Centre  in  downtown  Ottawa  over  the 
past  three  years. 

A.  P.  Selvadurai  and  Tim  Law,  profes- 
sors of  Civil  Engineering,  along  with 
Barry  Syrett,  electronics  professor,  have 
been  awarded  a  total  of  $136,050  under 
Ontario's  University  Research  Incentive 
Fund  program.  This  program  encour- 
ages cooperative  research  ventures  be- 
tween universities  and  industry  by  match- 
ing private  sector  contributions  commit- 
ted to  university-based  contract  research . 

This  spring,  Carleton's  School  of  Busi- 
ness placed  second  overall  in  the  na- 
tional Intercollegiate  Business  Competi- 
tion. In  the  final  round  of  the  gruelling 
event,  Carleton  ranked  first  in  two  of  the 
five  categories,  and  received  a  second 
place  in  a  third  category.  In  the  field  of 
accounting,  Karen  Walsh  and  Jeff 
Bender  won  the  case  writing  competi- 
tion, while  Leslie  Castledine,  Shaun 
Cumby,  and  Andrew  Robinson  came 
out  on  top  in  the  business  policy  event.  A 
second-place  finish  was  given  to  Dan 
Chow,  Jean-Luc  Petit,  and  Duan  Yeager 
in  the  business  game  competition. 

Bert  Halsall,  Professor  of  French  and 
Comparative  Literature,  received  a  1991 
Governor  General's  Literary  Award  for 
his  translation  from  French  to  English  of 
Bernard  Dupriez's  A  Dictionary  of  Liter- 
ary Devices:  GradusA-Z.  The  book  is  a 
4,000-term  list  of  rhetorical  and  literary 
terms  based  on  multilingual  sources. 

Pauline  Jewett,  Carleton  University 
Chancellor  and  former  Director  of  the 
Institute  of  Canadian  Studies,  was  ap- 
pointed an  Officer  of  the  Order  of  Canada 
in  recognition  of  her  outstanding  achieve- 
ment and  service  to  Canada.

Apple  Canada  Donates  Equipment 


Apple  Canada  recently  donated  $64,700 
worth  of  equipment  to  the  University  to 
establish  two  Macintosh  laboratories  - 
one  in  the  Faculty  of  Engineering  and  the 
other  in  the  Department  of  Psychology  - 
along  with  a  $50,000  cash  contribution  to 
the  Challenge  Fund  campaign. 

Visualization  and  animation  are  now 
recognized  as  important  techniques  for 
communication  concepts  and  ideas  in 
engineering  and  science,  and  the  Macin- 
tosh laboratory  will  allow  the  Faculty  of 
Engineering  to  introduce  these  methods 
into  its  undergraduate  program.  Through 
projects  which  will  be  carried  out  in  this 
laboratory,  undergraduate  engineering 
and  industrial  design  students  will  learn 
techniques  that  are  receiving  increasing 
attention  in  industrial  research  laborato- 
ries and,  as  Macintosh  software  is  easy  to 
learn  and  use,  students  can  achieve  sig- 
nificant results  soon  after  starting  their 
projects. 

The  Macintosh  laboratory  within  the 
Department  of  Psychology  will  be  used 
initially  to  teach  an  advanced  course  in 
experimental  methods.    However,  the 


department  plans  to  expand  the  utiliza- 
tion of  this  facility  to  students  who  are 
taking  an  undergraduate  course  in  re- 
search methods  so  they  will  learn  how  to 
do  statistical  analyses  and  prepare  data 
for  research  reports  using  the  Macintosh 
equipment.  In  addition,  the  department 
hopes  to  use  advanced  Macintosh  soft- 
ware to  perform  demonstration  experi- 
ments. 


Andrew  Haydon 
Scholarship  Established 

Starting  next  year,  Carleton  students  plan- 
ning careers  in  high  technology  fields 
will  be  eligible  for  a  scholarship  honour- 
ing former  Chair  of  the  Regional  Munici- 
pality of  Ottawa-Carleton,  Andrew 
Haydon. 

A  tribute  dinner  for  Haydon,  who 
received  his  engineering  certificate  from 
Carleton  in  1955,  raised  $50,000  to  be 
split  by  Carleton  University  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Ottawa.  Haydon  requested  that 
each  year,  interest  from  Carleton's  share 
of  the  endowment  provide  financial  as- 
sistance for  a  student  entering  electronic 
or  systems  engineering  or  computer  sci- 
ence. 

"It's  tailored  to  first-year,  rather  than 
graduate  students,  because  I  want  to 
encourage  bright  people  who  have  new 
ideas  to  develop  their  high-tech  capabili- 
ties," Haydon  says. 

He  cited  close  cooperation  with  lo- 
cal universities  as  a  boost  to  the  success 
of  the  technology-oriented  sector  of  the 
region's  economy. 

"By  encouraging  Ottawa-Carleton's 
best  students  to  study  at  home,  I  hope  we 
can  also  encourage  them  to  stay  here 
after  graduation  and  contribute  to  the 
region's  future,"  he  commented,  adding 
that  the  innovations  of  talented  graduates 
will  be  vital  to  the  continued  success  of 
local  industry. 

Until  his  retirement  last  year,  Haydon 
had  been  the  only  Chair  in  the  Ottawa- 
Carleton  region's  history.  He  led  the 
municipality  through  a  period  of  unprec- 
edented economic  growth. 


Newbridge  Supports  Debating  Team 

Ottawa's  Newbridge  Networks  Corporation  gave  Carleton's  Debating  Society 
a  much-needed  boost  when  it  gave  the  society  a  $5,000  donation  and  took  over 
sponsorship  this  year.  Professor  of  English,  Mary  Jane  Edwards,  has  been  the 
provost  for  the  society  for  the  past  five  years.  She  says  that  between  25  and  35 
students  are  involved  with  the  Debating  Society,  and  need  the  funding  to  attend 
debating  competitions.  This  year,  for  example,  Carleton  sent  a  team  of  two 
students  to  the  world  championships  in  Dublin,  Ireland.  Professor  Edwards 
says  the  society  has  performed  well  over  the  past  three  years,  winning  the 
Canadian  Championship  and  Best  Speaker  Championship,  and  always  puts  in 
a  respectable  showing.  She  comments  that  Newbridge  supported  the  society 
because  of  its  interest  in  communication. 
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New  Programs  &  Name  Changes 


German  Studies 

A  unique  Carleton  University  degree  pro- 
gram offers  students  the  chance  to  focus 
their  studies  on  Germany  and  the  Ger- 
manic world  in  a  new  Honours  B.A. 
program  being  launched  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  German  in  the  fall  of  1992. 

The  program  is  unique  because  it 
combines  courses  from  three  departments. 
Students  enrolled  in  the  program  will  be 
required  to  take  seven  courses  from  the 
Department  of  German,  six  courses  in 
history,  philosophy  or  political  science, 
and  four  courses  in  one  of  art  history, 
music,  religion,  or  sociology/anthropol- 
ogy. 

Department  Chair,  Robert  Gould, 
says,  "The  Germanic  world  is  a  huge 
block  of  central  Europe,  which  has  for  the 
last  100  years  played  a  large  role,  for 
better  or  worse,  in  European  and  world 
history.  A  graduate  of  this  new  program, 
with  an  understanding  of  the  past  and 
central  Europe,  will  be  attractive  to  both 
employers  and  to  graduates  schools  that 
are  connected  to  that  part  of  the  world." 

Ph.D.  in  Public  Policy 

Starting  next  fall,  Carleton  will  be  offer- 
ing a  new  Ph.D.  program  in  Public  Policy 
-  the  first  and  only  one  of  its  kind  in 
Canada. 

The  focus  of  the  program,  to  be 
offered  by  the  School  of  Public  Adminis- 
tration, is  on  the  formation  and  evolution 
of  policy  in  Canada.  Until  now,  Canadian 
scholars  wishing  to  pursue  doctoral  level 
research  on  why  government  do  what 
they  do,  had  to  go  to  the  United  States  to 
Study. 

Stanley  Winer,  Professor  of  Public 
Administration  and  supervisor  of  the  new 
Ph.D.  program,  says  there  are  many  fac- 
tors which  make  Carleton  an  ideal  loca- 
tion for  the  program. 

"It  has  sufficient  middle  and  senior 
faculty  with  established  reputations  who 
have  reached  an  important  stage  in  their 
academic  careers,  "  he  explains.  "The 
school's  current  make-up  is  equally  im- 
portant. The  faculty  is  well-balanced 
with  roughly  half  political  scientists,  the 
other  half,  economists.  The  result  is  a 
blending  of  academics  which  helps  to 
merge  these  disciplines. 


Professor  Winer  adds  that  Carleton's 
location  in  Canada's  capital  provides  stu- 
dents with  access  to  excellent  resource 
libraries,  but  emphasizes  that  "Canadian 
public  policy  is  created  not  just  at  the 
federal  level.  It's  at  all  levels  -  provincial, 
regional  and  municipal  too.  Our  pro- 
gram as  a  whole  reflects  this  broader 
political  structure." 

At  the  same  time,  he  adds  that  the 
program  will  offer  something  to  Cana- 
dian, European  and  other  international 
students  interested  in  research  with  a 
European-Canadian  and  North  American 
comparative  perspective. 

Professor  Winer  says  the  new  pro- 
gram will  be  able  to  support  five  or  six 
candidates  each  year. 

Interdisciplinary  Studies 

Students  in  interdisciplinary  studies  at 
Carleton  will  finally  have  a  place  to  call 
home,  with  the  establishment  of  an  Insti- 
tute for  Interdisciplinary  Studies. 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  program  in  di- 
rected interdisciplinary  studies  has  ex- 
isted at  Carleton  for  10  years.  In  that  time, 
offerings  in  the  program  have  grown  to 
include  courses  in  subject  areas  such  as 
African,  Asian,  urban,  and  medieval  stud- 
ies. The  new  institute  will  assume  re- 
sponsibility for  these  courses,  as  well  as 
for  a  new  B.A.  program  in  environmental 
studies. 

Charles  Gordon,  coordinator  of  the 
Directed  Interdisciplinary  Studies  pro- 
gram, says  the  existing  organization  of 
courses  within  a  number  of  faculties  has 
been  very  successful,  "but  there's  a  point 
at  which  the  existing  structure  doesn't 
always  fit  into  the  changing  world." 

In  1990-'91,  there  were  46  majors 
and  37  honours  students  in  interdiscipli- 
nary studies  at  Carleton. 

Environmental  Studies 

Starting  next  fall,  Carleton  will  offer  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  program  in  environmen- 
tal studies  to  complement  the  two  new 
undergraduate  programs  in  environmen- 
tal science  and  engineering. 

The  new  interdisciplinary  program 
will  address  environmental  education  from 
a  human  and  social  perspective,  giving 
attention  to  how  people  interact  with, 


and  shape  the  environment.  As  well,  it 
will  deal  with  the  cultural,  economic, 
legal,  and  political  means  of  assessing 
and  managing  human  impact  on  the 
environment. 

Canadian  Studies 

After  35  years  as  an  institute,  Canadian 
Studies  at  Carleton  is  about  to  become  a 
full-fledged  school. 

Effective  July  1, 1992,  the  Institute  of 
Canadian  Studies  will  become  the  School 
of  Canadian  Studies.  "It's  a  coming  of  age 
for  the  school,"  says  Stan  McMullin,  Di- 
rector. 

Canadian  Studies  is  Carleton's  oldest 
graduate  program,  and  in  recent  years, 
interest  in  the  undergraduate  degree  pro- 
gram has  soared. 

That  increased  demand  for  under- 
graduate courses  has  placed  a  strain  on 
the  interdisciplinary  program.  Close  to 
30  faculty  members  from  other  depart- 
ments are  currendy  participating  in  the 
institute.  The  switch  in  status  means  that 
it  will  be  better  able  to  make  its  own 
academic  appointments. 

Journalism  Gets  New  Name 

Reflecting  a  new  reality  at  Carleton's 
School  of  Journalism,  the  University  has 
approved  a  request  to  change  the  name 
of  the  school  to  the  School  of  Journalism 
and  Communication. 

"The  School  has  added  to  its  tradi- 
tional professional  base  a  more  policy- 
oriented  study  of  communications,"  says 
acting  director,  Peter  Johansen.  For  much 
of  the  school's  history,  the  focus  has  been 
on  training  and  educating  journalists.  But 
over  the  years,  the  mass  communication 
portion  of  the  school's  curriculum  has 
developed  in  areas  such  as  advertising 
and  telecommunications. 

Currently,  there  are  more  than  300 
students  enrolled  in  the  first-year  course 
in  mass  communication,  and  about  a 
third  of  the  faculty  are  primarily  involved 
with  the  mass  communication  program. 

"There  are  journalism  students  who 
don't  realize  that  the  mass  communica- 
tion program  is  part  of  the  school,"  com- 
ments Professor  Johansen.  "The  new 
name  makes  students  more  aware  of  the 
diversity  that  is  being  taught  here." 
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New  Supercomputer 
"An  important  investment 
in  research."

area  of  high-speed  computing  research  and  education  with  the 
purchase  of  a  "hypercube"  supercomputer.  The 
new  Intel  iPSC/860  is  one  of  the  fastest  supercomputers  in  the 
country. 

Technically  speaking,  the  supercomputer  has  eight  vector- 
processors  with  a  peak  performance  of  480  MFlops  and  room 
for  significant  further  expansion. 

Associate  Professor  of  Computer  Science  Frank  Dehne 
explains  why  the  School  chose  the  Intel  IPSC/860. 

"We  had  long  discussions  and  many  committee  meetings 
to  try  to  determine  which  computer  would  best  meet  our 
academic  and  research  needs,"  he  explains.  "We  settled  on  this 
one  because  of  its  reliability  and  versatility  for  different  kinds 
of  research.  This  is  a  pure  research  computer." 

Professor  Dehne  says  that  having  a  supercomputer  at 
Carleton  "isn't  something  that  came  out  of  the  blue. 

"Our  research  group,  the  Centre  for  Parallel  and  Distrib- 
uted Computing  Research  (PARADISE),  has  been  together  for 
six  years  now,  has  an  established  reputation,  and  is  well-known 
internationally." 

The  centre's  research  projects  range  from  the  purely 
theoretical  (parallel  algorithms,  communication  complexity, 
faculty  tolerance  and  performance)  to  applications  of  parallel 
and  distributed  computing  (distributed  databases,  network 
operating  systems,  and  satellite  image  processing). 

The  PARADISE  group  is  also  another  example  of  how 
Carleton's  faculties  have  come  together  in  order  to  find  joint 
funding  and  use  of  major  installations.  While  the  School  of 
Computer  Science  will  use  the  supercomputer  to  test  an 
experiment  with  different  functions  and  systems,  the  Faculty  of 
Engineering  plans  to  use  it  mainly  to  conduct  contract  research. 
The  spirit  of  cooperation  is  further  exemplified  by  external 
collaborations  with  the  University  of  Ottawa  and  local  industry. 

A  common  topic  for  many  of  these  projects  is  to  help  bridge 


the  so-called  "software  gap"  in  high-speed  com- 
puting. While  supercomputing  hardware  has  become  commer- 
cially available,  there  are  still  major  software  problems  to  be 
solved  before  these  machines  can  actually  be  programmed  in 
such  a  way  as  to  be  useful  for  larger  sectors  of  industry.  Solving 
these  problems  means  helping  high  tech  businesses  to  stay 
ahead  by  making  sue  of  the  latest  generation  of  supercomputers. 

Carleton's  new  supercomputer  will  also  have  a  major 
impact  on  computer  science  studies  at  the  University.  The 
school  has  established  new  courses  that  introduce  graduate  and 
undergraduate  students  to  the  'art'  of  programming  a 
supercomputer. 

However,  Professor  Dehne  makes  the  most  compelling 
argument  for  having  a  machine  of  this  calibre  at  the  school's 
disposal. 

"Usually,  a  supercomputer  is  shared  by  several  groups, 
sometimes  sponsored  by  government,  and  put  into  one  acces- 
sible centre,"  he  notes. 

"For  Carleton  to  do  this  by  itself  is  very  unusual  -  it's  an 
important  investment  in  research.  Carleton  intends  to  be  one 
of  the  leaders  in  Canada  in  this  area,  and  the  supercomputer 
gives  our  University  an  advantage  both  in  terms  of  research  and 
education."

Friends  Remember 
Steve  Coughlin 
With  Memorial  Bursary

It's  hard  to  say  just  how  Steve  Coughlin 
would  react  to  the  bursary  now  be- 
ing awarded  in  his  name  to  a  deserv- 
ing Carleton  University  undergrad. 
Always  quick  to  argue  a  point,  it's 
almost  certain  Steve  would  have  found 
something  to  quibble  with  about  the 
process. 

Yet,  just  as  certainly,  the  special 
events  organized  by  his  friends  over  the 
past  three  years  to  help  raise  funds  for  the 
bursary  would  have  elicited  a  wry  smile 
if  not  an  old-fashioned  grin. 

A  native  of  Quebec  City,  Steve 
Coughlin  died  on  August  9,  1989,  after  a 
two-year  battle  with  cancer. 

Despite  the  emotional  and  physical 
toll  taken  by  chemotherapy,  Steve  con- 
tinued his  studies  at  Carleton,  deter- 
mined to  graduate  from  the  university  he 
entered  in  1981.  He  was  to  reach  that 
goal  only  months  before  his  death,  gradu- 
ating from  the  geography  program. 


Shortly  after,  a  group  of  friends,  led 
by  former  student  council  president, 
Geordie  Adams,  BA/89,  decided  to  estab- 
lish a  memorial  fund  at  the  school  where 
Steve  had  committed  so  much  time,  both 
as  a  student  and  as  a  member  of  the 
student's  council  (Vice-President  Com- 
munity, 1984). 

"  I  thought  it  was  a  great  idea,"  said 
long-time  housemate  Michael  Colledge, 
BA/86. 

The  two  met  in  1982,  while  seeking 
class  notes  from  the  same  female  class- 
mate. Steve  and  Mike  then  moved  onto 
the  same  floor  in  residents,  1st  and  2nd 
Glengarry,  and  continued  to  live  together 
for  years. 

Blessed  with  a  quick  wit  and  stub- 
born resolve,  Steve  was  equally  happy 
debating  the  merits  of  the  Quebec 
Nordiques,  politics,  the  environment,  and 
Molson  products.  (He  was  a  representa- 
tive of  the  brewery  in  Ottawa  for  several 


years,  and  never  failed  to  roll  his  eyes  in 
disgust  at  friends  who  foolishly  showed 
up  with  products  of  a  rival  brewery.) 

Regardless,  few  people  fail  to  re- 
member Steve  other  than  with  respect 
and  the  sadness  that  inevitably  comes 
from  losing  a  friend  too  soon. 

Even  the  doctors  at  the  Ottawa  Gen- 
eral Hospital  were  touched  by  their  pa- 
tient, telling  friends  and  family  they  would 
place  a  plaque  remembering  Steve  in  the 
cancer  clinic's  recovery  room. 

Since  Steve's  death,  there  have  been 
three  special  streetcar  parties  organized 
by  friends  in  Toronto.  The  social  eve- 
nings, which  include  visits  to  a  variety  of 
Toronto  taverns,  have  each  drawn  be- 
tween 85  and  120  people,  and  have 
raised  about  $1,100  each,  said  Don  Lobb, 
BEng/87. 

"It's  been  a  focus  for  our  group  to 
keep  together,"  said  Don,  now  an  engi- 
neer with  Alcan  Foil  Products  in  Toronto. 

Each  of  the  events  has  attracted 
alumni  from  around  the  province,  most 
of  whom  knew  Steve. 

"It's  not  a  sombre  occasion,"  com- 
ments Mike  Colledge,  who  was  Vice 
President  Community  with  the  Students' 
Association  in  1985.  "For  whatever  rea- 
son, Steve's  keeping  a  lot  of  us  together." 

So  far,  $7,364  has  been  donated  to 
the  fund. 

This  year's  streetcar  party  will  be 
held  on  June  6,  and  Colledge  and  others 
in  Ottawa  are  hoping  to  organize  a  boat 
pub  in  the  nation's  capital  later  in  the 
summer. 

The  prime  criterion  for  receiving  the 
award  is  financial  need.  Any  student 
studying  in  second,  third  or  fourth  year  is 
eligible  for  the  bursary,  which  was  given 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  The  amount  of 
the  award  reflects  the  amount  of  interest 
generated  by  the  base  donations.  This 
year's  award  amounted  to  $400.  V 

Scott  Burnside,  BJ/85,  is  a  general  assign- 
ment reporter  with  The  Windsor  Star,  and 
a  recent  winner  of  the  Southam  News 
President's  Award  for  a  special  series  on 
education.  Scott  was  a  longtime  friend  of 
Steve  Coughlin. 
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Some  of  the  most  exciting  new  ventures  taking  place 
on  campus  these  days  are  associated  with  the  Carle- 
ton  University  Development  Corporation. 
New  training  programs,  technology  transfer,  pro- 
posed building  projects;  these  are  among  the  initiatives  of  the 
corporation,  established  just  under  a  year  ago  to  generate 
revenue  for  Carleton. 

"We're  attempting  to  make  use  of  the  assets  of  the  university 
in  a  way  that  has  not  been  specifically  addressed  in  the  past," 
says  CUDC  President,  David  Brown,  defining  assets  in  the 
broadest  sense  possible  to  include  everything  from  the  ideas 
and  training  skills  of  academics  and  staff,  to  the  physical 
property  of  the  university. 

In  Business  for 
Carleton 

In  fact,  this  breadth  of  activity  probably 
makes  CUDC  unique. 

"Although  other  universities  have  estab- 
lished their  own  development  corporations,  none 
appear  to  be  involved  in  the  same  wide  range  of 
things  we  are,"  asserts  Dr.  Brown. 

"Some  deal  with  technology  transfer,  others 
with  land  development.  We  incorporate  both  of 
these,  along  with  a  training  and  consultative  role. 

"The  only  condition  we  set  on  what  we  do 
is  this:  It  has  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  university." 

Established  as  an  arm's  length  corporation 
by  Carleton,  CUDC  pays  its  own  way  and  has  its 
own  Board  of  Directors.  It  includes  highly 
regarded  business  and  community  leaders,  Ross 
Cruikshank,  Wes  Nicol,  A.J.  Frieman,  and  Don 
Yeomans,  as  well  as  Carleton  President  Robin 
Farquhar  and  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  and 
Research,  John  ApSimon. 

The  corporation  is  well  organized  to  meet  its 
objectives.  Himself  the  former  Vice-President 
(Planning  and  Development)  at  Carleton,  Dr. 
Brown  brings  a  keen  understanding  and  knowl- 
edge of  the  university  that  few  people  can  match. 

Robert  Armit,  Vice-President  (Technology), 
is  the  former  director  of  research  services  at  the 
University  of  Alberta.  He  holds  a  joint  appoint- 
ment with  the  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies  and 
Research,  where  he  is  involved  in  taking  new 
technology  off  campus. 

Drew  Love,  Vice-President  (Development), 
is  a  graduate  from  Carleton's  Public  Administra-

Liaison.  His  father,  Ross  Love,  oversaw  the 
construction  of  most  of  the  buildings  on  campus 
today. 

New  Initiatives  in  Training 

The  impact  of  CUDC  is  already  being  felt  in 
the  area  of  training,  as  it  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  extension  (non-credit)  program  of  the 
School  of  Continuing  Education,  effective  May  1. 

There  were  a  number  of  reasons  for  this 
change,  explained  Dr.  Brown.  "The  University 
had  decided  to  allow  an  evolution  of  the  exten- 
sion division  to  give  it  the  capacity  to  respond 
more  quickly  to  community  needs.  We  intended 
to  have  a  training  division,  and  Carleton  wanted 
to  focus  its  efforts  more  on  the  credit  side." 

The  result  has  been  the  creation  of  the 
Carleton  Professional  Development  Centre,  which 
will  deliver  non-credit  courses  and  programs  that 
respond  to  business  and  community  demands. 

"In  particular,  we'll  be  looking  at  training  for 
advanced  technology,  executive  development, 
environmental  management,  and  so  on,"  says  Dr. 
Brown. 

He  adds  that  the  Centre  will  make  an  effort 
to  seek  partnerships  with  other  companies  to 
deliver  training,  and  has  already  found  one  such 
partner. 

Intera-Tydac  and  CUDC  have  jointly  estab- 
lished the  Geomatics  Training  Institute  to  de- 
velop and  give  courses  to  professionals  about 
geographic  information  systems. 

"It's  a  very  new  area,  and  a  lot  of  people 
don't  know  much  about  it,"  says  Richard  Higgins, 
President  of  Intera-Tydac.  "They  want  to  know 
about  the  real  costs  and  benefits  of  the  programs, 
and  what  they  can  do  for  their  organization." 

His  company  specializes  in  computer-based 
geographic  information  systems,  and  has  always 
been  involved  in  new  product  training.  Now,  as 
a  result  of  the  joint  venture  with  CUDC,  he  will 
be  able  to  expand  these  training  programs. 

Dr.  Brown  is  excited  about  the  agreement 
and  hopes  it  will  lead  to  similar  partnerships  with 
other  companies.  "This  is  clearly  an  area  where 
we  can  use  the  expertise  and  knowledge  of  the 
university  to  assist  companies  in  a  very  positive 
way,"  he  points  out. 

Technology  Transfer 

While  training  is  a  more  visible  component 
of  its  activities,  CUDC  also  attaches  great  impor- 
tance to  the  transfer  of  technology. 

"Together  with  Graduate  Studies  and  Re- 
search, we've  formed  a  joint  venture  to  focus  on 
the  transfer  of  technologies  from  Carleton  to  the 
commercial  world,"  says  Dr.  Brown. 

Indeed,  he  adds,  "We  also  want  to  provide 
a  service  to  the  community  by  assisting  individu- 
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als  who  may  not  be  associated  with  the 
university  to  further  develop  their  inven- 
tions in  a  way  which  may  become  com- 
mercially viable." 

Overseeing  this  area  of  CUDC  is  Bob 
Armit.  He  points  out  that  there  is  more 
than  $20  million  in  sponsored  research  at 
Carleton  annually,  noting  that  10-20  new 
projects  with  commercial  potential  are 
generated  in  a  single  year. 

Initially,  the  disclosure  of  a  new 
project  or  software  development  is  made 
to  the  university,  and  then  reviewed  with 
CUDC  to  determine  prospects  for  com- 
mercialization. 

A  lot  of  projects  are  in  the  faculties  of 
science  and  engineering,  and  have  in- 
cluded everything  from  an  asphalt 
compactor  to  a  frequency  synthesizer 
produced  on  a  silicon  chip  for  cellular 
telephones.  But  Mr.  Armit  emphasizes 
that  CUDC  works  with  all  faculties  of  the 
university,  pointing  out  that  other  projects 
have  involved  software  for  editing  texts, 
and  product  enhancements  resulting  from 
the  study  of  psychology  and  electronics. 

Any  patents  taken  out  on  new  tech- 
nology or  software  developed  at  Carle- 
ton  are  owned  jointly  by  the  university 
and  the  inventor(s).  But  there  is  no  hard- 
and-fast  rule  as  to  how  the  projects  will 
be  handled.  In  some  cases,  professors  set 
up  their  own  companies,  while  in  others, 
technology  is  placed  with  other  compa- 
nies. Physics  professor,  Fred  Carter, 
chose  the  former  route  for  software  he 
developed,  while  chemistry  professor 
Bryan  Hollebone  took  the  latter  route, 
when  a  water  analysis  unit  he  developed 
was  placed  with  Consumer  Products  Re- 
search Testing  Labs. 

The  activities  of  CUDC  are  not  lim- 
ited to  technologies  developed  by  fac- 
ulty, either.  Advances  made  at  Carleton 
in  library  software,  and  voice  response 
technology  are  being  commercialized  by 
CUDC.  It  has  even  established  its  own 
wholly-owned  subsidiary,  Carleton  En- 
ergy Services  Incorporated,  to  market  the 
technology  and  expertise  available 
through  Carleton  on  groundwater  heat- 
ing and  cooling  systems. 

As  well,  a  bank  note  reader  devel- 
oped in  Carleton's  Science  Technology 
Centre,  is  now  being  produced  by  Brytech, 
a  local  company. 

Brytech  president,  Earl  Bryenton, 
has  been  associated  with  Carleton  for 
many  years.   He's  noticed  a  difference 


since  CUDC  was  established  and  feels  it 
would  be  important  to  have  "a  nucleus  of 
people  and  facilities  where  you  could  go 
to  evaluate  things,  and  do  some  experi- 
mental research  with  Carleton  faculty." 

Technology  And  Training 
Centre  Planned 

In  fact,  Bryenton's  vision  is  already  a 
part  of  CUDC's  plans.  While  those  con- 
nected to  both  the  training  and  technol- 
ogy transfer  areas  are  dispersed  across 
the  campus,  CUDC  intends  to  bring  them 
together  under  one  roof  within  the  next 
two  years. 

Drew  Love,  CUDC's 
Vice-President  (Devel- 
opment), believes  such 
a  centre  would  foster  the 
development  of  new 
companies,  either  from 
research  on  campus  or 
from  people  outside  the 
university  who  are  in- 
terested in  being  on  cam- 
pus. 

"These  young  com- 
panies would  have  an 
address,  a  small  amount 
of  space,  and  support  services  such  as  fax 
machines,  photo  copiers,  management 
services,  and  so  on,"  he  explains.  "We 
hope  they'll  get  to  know  each  other  in  the 
building  and  build  new  groups;  that  there 
will  be  a  concentration  of  energy  in  the 
building." 

Other  building  projects  that  CUDC 
has  been  involved  with  include  planning 
for  a  Convocation  Hall/Event  Centre;  an 
expanded  athletics  complex  and  resi- 
dence space  as  part  of  the  Carleton's  joint 
bid  with  the  University  of  Ottawa  for  the 
2001  World  University  Games;  and  a 
conference  centre. 

"These  are  non-academic  in  nature, 
but  are  compatible  with  the  university," 
Mr.  Love  points  out.  "Our  mandate  is  to 
provide  services  and  generate  revenues 
for  the  university,  and  we  think  these 
projects  would  help  to  achieve  that  goal." 

Bridging  the  Gap 

While  critics  point  out  that  universi- 
ties risk  having  their  agendas  controlled 
by  business  interests,  in  fact  the  opposite 
seems  to  be  the  case  with  CUDC. 

"Some  people  are  concerned  that 
university  research  is  to  develop  new 
kinds  of  ideas  for  the  community  in

which  we  live,"  says  Mr.  Armit. 

"They  argue  that  if  you  become  too 
involved  with  the  products  of  research, 
you  lose  some  of  the  freedom  for  new 
idea  generation.  My  sense  is  that  new 
products  technology  and  processes  can 
be  a  natural  extension  of  where  we  are  in 
terms  of  idea  generation,  contributing  to 
science  and  the  community  generally." 

He  also  comments  that  by  adopting 
an  aggressive  attitude  toward  patenting, 
researchers  may  be  even  able  to  talk 
more  about  their  work. 

"The  value  of  patenting  is  that  once 
you  file  your  applica- 
tion, you're  free  to  dis- 
cuss ideas  and  don't  lose 
the  ability  to  have  the 
patent  awarded,"  he 
notes.  "In  many  ways, 
you  are  ensuring  that 
the  results  of  the  research 
are  reaching  out  in  new 
ways  to  the  community." 

Certainly,  CUDC 
has  found  strong  sup- 
porters, both  on  and  off 
the  campus.  Research 
engineer  Tom  Riley 
works  with  Professor  Miles  Copeland  in 
the  Technology  Research  Institute  of  On- 
tario, a  Centre  of  Excellence  in  the  Fac- 
ulty of  Engineering.  He  developed  a 
process  for  producing  frequency  synthe- 
sizers on  silicon  chips,  which  CUDC  has 
patented. 

"I  know  a  lot  about  transistors,  but 
don't  know  much  about  patents,  or  intel- 
lectual property  rights,"  he  says.  "I  have 
to  rely  on  other  people  who  have  a  basic 
knowledge  in  these  areas,  so  I  believe  it 
is  important  to  have  someone  around  like 
CUDC." 

Although  he  had  been  initially  scep- 
tical about  entering  into  a  joint  venture 
with  a  university,  Intera-Tydac's  presi- 
dent, Richard  Higgins,  says  his  relation- 
ship with  CUDC  has  been  excellent. 

"The  people  have  been  very  flex- 
ible, very  smart,  and  made  a  good  contri- 
bution," he  says.  "It's  made  a  difference 
in  our  case." 

In  a  sense,  then,  CUDC  acts  as  a  focal 
point  or  bridge,  where  the  ideas  of  the 
university  and  the  business  community 
come  together  to  benefit  both.  As  such, 
it  helps  the  university  to  pursue  its  man- 
date of  generating  and  disseminating 
new  knowledge.  V 
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A  Chat  with  Some 
Carleton  Originals

Fifty  years  ago,  Ottawa  was  a  two-college 
town,  with  only  the  University  of  Ot- 
tawa and  St.  Patrick's  College.  But  that 
changed  with  the  Second  World  War, 
when  some  determined  men  and  women  created 
a  part-time  evening  program  and  later  turned  it 
into  a  full-fledged  college  by  war's  end. 

Carleton  University  began  its  life  in  1942  as 
Carleton  College  —  a  going  concern  from  the 
moment  classes  began. 

A  visitor  to  the  offices  of  the  College  de- 
scribes the  scene  he  saw.  "There  was  the 
spectacle  of  the  College's  president,  Dr.  Henry 
Marshall  Tory,  behind  the  counter,  darting  from 
enquirer  to  enquirer  with  eyes  agleam  somewhat 
in  the  fashion  of  a  sincere  bartender  serving  his 
rationed  commodity  to  his  eager  customers." 

Tory's  dynamism  and  energy  (at  age  80,  he 
would  often  tire  out  colleagues  much  younger 
than  himself),  along  with  a  talent  for  getting  his 
own  way  despite  the  odds,  characterized  this 
man  who  was  the  driving  force  and  spirit  behind 
the  successful  launching  of  Carleton  College  50 
years  ago. 

The  college  was  started  to  meet  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  the  many  Canadians  who  had 
relocated  to  Ottawa  during  the  Second  World 
War. 


"Everyone  pitched  in  in  the  early  days,"  says 
Hilda  Gifford,  Carleton's  first  librarian,  "particu- 
larly because  they  wanted  to  have  a  non-denomi- 
national, English-speaking  university  in  Ottawa, 
but  also  because  people  felt  a  commitment  to  the 
many  war  veterans  who  were  coming  back." 

In  fact,  the  return  of  war  veterans  to  Ottawa 
had  a  significant  impact  on  the  courses  the 
college  was  to  offer  —  an  impact  that  still 
influences  the  courses  Carleton  offers  today. 

"From  the  beginning,  journalism  was  a  dis- 
tinct characteristic  of  the  college,"  says  Don 
McEown,  who  is  now  Executive  Assistant  to  the 
President  and  a  Carleton  history  buff. 

"Few,  if  any  other  schools  in  Canada  offered 
it.  The  demand  came  from  students  who  had 
been  a  part  of  the  war  effort.  Perhaps  what 
happened  to  them  during  the  war  made  them 
want  to  write  and  report  on  events.  Their  interest 
certainly  influenced  the  institution  of  a  School  of 
Journalism." 

Munro  Beattie  taught  English  classes  at  Car- 
leton from  the  start  and  continued  until  his 
retirement  in  1977.  He  remembers,  "My  first  class 
was  on  September  12,  1942,  the  second  day  of 
classes  at  the  college. 

"I  mounted  the  steps  of  the  Commerce  High 
School,  where  Carleton  College  had  rented  out 
rooms,  and  encountered  and  welcomed  my  first 
Carleton  class.  The  early  students  were  lively, 
receptive  and  friendly.  There  was  a  collegiality, 
a  sense  of  community,  and  being  a  part  of  a  team 
effort  in  those  days." 

By  war's  end,  the  college  was  an  exciting 
operation.  Classes  were  not  only  in  the  High 
School  of  Commerce,  but  were  also  in  church 
basements  and  in  classrooms  rented  from  the 
public  school  board.  By  then,  more  than  1,000 
students  had  enrolled  in  part-time  courses. 

In  1945,  the  ever-expanding  Carleton  Col- 
lege moved  to  the  former  Ottawa  Ladies  College, 
located  at  the  corner  of  First  and  Lyon  in  the 
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Glebe.  Carleton  purchased  the  building, 
which  had  been  a  Canadian  Women's 
Army  Corps  barracks  during  the  war, 
from  the  Department  of  National  De- 
fence. 

"It  was  a  convenient  building,"  re- 
calls Munro  Beattie.  "It  had  a  centre  hall 
and  on  one  side,  the  registrar  and  vice- 
president  had  offices.  On  the  other  side, 
was  Dr.  Tory's  office.  Up  the  flight  of 
stairs  was  a  large  room.  It  could  be  a  large 
classroom  and,  indeed,  in  the  early  years, 
I  taught  two  large  classes  in  that  room. 
The  chairs  could  be  cleared  out  to  create 
an  admirable  centre  for  student  social 
affairs  or  dances.  But  best  of  all,  perhaps, 
at  the  end  of  the  room  was  a  stage  and 
curtain  where  students  could  put  on 
dramatic  productions." 

The  college  moved  into  its  new 
quarters  only  to  face  fresh  challenges  and 
growing  pains. 

"People  at  the  college  were  debating 
what  sort  of  an  educational  institution 
Carleton  should  be,"  says  Mr.  McEown. 
"The  college  was  originally  created  by 
the  YMCA  to  offer  only  part-time  studies 
to  people  who  normally  wouldn't  attend 
a  post-secondary  institution.  With  the 
college's  success  and  growth,  many  fac- 
ulty and  the  permanent  student  body  felt 
that  Carleton  should  take  on  more  of  the 
qualities  of  college  life  of  the  day." 

It  was  at  the  First  Avenue  campus 
that  Carleton  achieved  many  landmarks 
in  its  50-year  history,  he  adds.  "First 
Avenue  was  the  home  of  Carleton's  first 
full-time  students.  Up  until  then,  classes 
were  held  in  the  late  afternoon,  evenings, 
and  Saturday  mornings,  without  any  sense 
of  permanency.  Students  were  coming  in 
and  then  going  off  to  other  institutions. 
By  1946,  the  college  had  a  cadre  of  full- 
time  faculty  and  a  vice-president." 

In  1947,  the  Southam  family  donated 
39  acres  south  of  the  city  to  the  College. 
Carleton  then  bought  the  rest  of  the  land 
which  makes  up  the  University's  present 
campus.  By  1952,  the  First  Avenue 
campus  was  bursting  with  students,  fac- 
ulty and  staff,  and  the  decision  was  made 
to  move  to  the  newly-acquired  land.  Not 
without  opposition,  however.  Powerful 
persons  at  City  Hall  were  not  sympathetic 
to  the  plight  of  the  fledgling  college  and 
preferred  the  original  urban  plan,  which 
was  to  allocate  the  land  to  a  zoo. 

Bert  Nesbitt,  a  professor  of  biology 
at  Carleton  since  1946,  former  Dean  of 


Science,  and  Marshal  of  every  Convoca- 
tion since  1949,  remembers  how  it  was 
with  City  Hall. 

"Queen's,  the  University  of  Toronto, 
and  McGill  were  established  institutions 
when  we  were  starting  out,"  he  recalls. 
"We  were  up  against  considerable  criti- 
cism and  opposition  from  them.  None  of 
those  places  wanted  to  see  us  exist,  least 
of  all  Charlotte  Whitton,  who  was  a 
graduate  of  Queen's  and  Mayor  of  Ot- 
tawa when  Carleton  was  experiencing 
growing  pains.  She  was  not  a  good 
midwife  -  in  fact,  she  would  have  stran- 
gled the  infant  before  it  was  even  con- 
ceived!" 

In  1952,  Carleton  College  received 
royal  assent  for  its  charter,  which  recog- 
nized it  as  a  degree-granting  institution. 
But  it  was  with  an  endowment  of  $1 
million  from  the  provincial  government 
that  Carleton  really  came  into  its  own, 
according  to  Dr.  Nesbitt. 

"The  amount  of  the  grant  wasn't 
what  was  important  to  us.  It  was  the  fact 
that  we  received  a  grant  which  signified 
to  us  that  we  were  getting  the  kind  of 
recognition  that  we  needed." 

In  1959,  Carleton  moved  to  the  Rideau 
River  campus,  following  construction  of 
the  Henry  Marshall  Tory  Building,  the 
Maxwell  MacOdrum  Library,  and  Nor- 
man Paterson  Hall.  Since  then,  it  has 
continued  to  grow  in  size  and  stature,  and 
to  strive  to  live  up  to  its  motto,  "Our's  the 
task  eternal."

he  Engineers  were  a  very  small 
part  of  the  Carleton  student  body 
in  the  First  Avenue  days  of  the 
Fifties. 


The  Engineering  Faculty  could  liter- 
ally be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one 
hand,  and  there  were  usually  only  40-odd 
students  in  first  year,  and  some  30  or  so 
more  in  second.  There  were  no  third  or 
fourth  years;  in  those  days,  we  all  had  to 
go  somewhere  else  to  finish  our  engi- 
neering programs  after  second  year. 

Yet,  despite  our  small  numbers  back 
then,  we  were  nevertheless  a  lively  lot.  A 
noisy  force  to  be  reckoned  with  every 
day  of  the  week,  we  became  even  more 
rowdy  about  the  middle  of  February, 
when  we  celebrated  Engineer  Week. 
The  highlight  of  Engineer  Week  was  our 
annual  dance,  appropriately  named  The 
Screwball,  and  the  highlight  of  The  Screw- 
ball was  The  Play,  written  for  us  each  year 
by  Woody. 

Woody  was,  and  still  is,  Professor 
Gordon  Wood  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment. Because  he  never  talked  about  it, 
none  of  us  knew  then  that  Woody  had 
had  a  most  notable  career  in  the  Infantry 
in  World  War  II. 

Going  overseas  as  a  lieutenant  in  the 
Irish  Regiment  of  Canada,  among  other 
things  he  survived  the  sinking  of  his 
troopship  on  the  way  out  to  Italy  from 
England;  conducted  night  patrols  against 
a  ruthless  German  enemy  below  the 
dreaded  Monte  Cassino;  and  at  the  end  of 
the  war,  was  a  major  in  Holland  with  a 
noteworthy  collection  of  medals,  as  well 
as  a  Mentioned  in  Despatches  for  brav- 
ery. 


It  was  likely  the  bravery  factor  which 
brought  Woody  into  contact  with  Carle- 
ton's  engineers. 

Sometime  in  the  early  days  of  the 
engineering  program,  some  bright  soul 
or  souls  decided  that  all  first-year  engi- 
neers should  be  introduced  to  the  Great 
Works  of  British  literature  from  Beowulf 
to  Eliot's  Waste  Land. 

It  must  have  been  obvious  to  the 
faculty  that  it  would  take  a  brave  and 
determined  professor  to  carry  such  pearls 
before  such  a  resolutely  swinish  lot  (swin- 
ish at  least  in  their  reluctance  to  waste 
valuable  beer-drinking  time  on  a  subject 
fit  only  for  Artsmen!).  Fortunate  it  was, 
then,  that  Woody  was  available  to  face 
such  a  challenge. 

Woody  quickly  proved  to  be  a  great 
success  with  his  engineer  acolytes.  Even 
on  days  when  we  couldn't  work  up  much 
enthusiasm  for  The  Faerie  Queen  or 
Adonais,  we  always  responded  to  his  wit 
and  knowledge,  and  his  lecture  on  the 
more  colourful  aspects  of  Byron's  per- 
sonal life  always  played  to  a  packed 
house;  even  a  gaggle  of  Artsmen  would 
crowd  into  our  classroom  for  this  one. 

Woody  was  always  a  popular  visitor 
to  our  regular  seances  at  the  old  Bytown 
on  O'Connor  Street,  too.  It  was  not  only 
his  sense  of  humour  that  made  him 
welcome;  he  was  also  willing  to  buy  the 
odd  round  and,  even  sometimes  to  share 
a  sniff  of  snuff  with  us  (and  it  was  the  real 
McCoy  too,  out  of  a  real  snuffbox  and 
taken  like  a  gentleman  from  the  back  of 
your  hand,  not  vulgarly  tucked  between 
cheek  and  teeth  like  a  ballplayer). 

But  despite  all  these  fine  qualities,  it 
was  Woody's  annual  dedication  to  writ- 
ing and  producing  a  play  for  Screwball 
that  really  made  him  a  hero  to  his  engi- 
neer admirers.  And  what  plays!  Topical, 
witty  and  saucy  they  were;  and  some- 
times even  a  bit  ribald  too. 

By  way  of  example,  the  1 957  confec- 
tion was  yclept  Oedipus  Doll.  The  hero 
of  the  piece  was  none  other  than  the 
well-known  Greek  king  who  was  fond  of 
his  mother.  But  in  this  version,  he  was 
married  instead  to  Tennessee  Williams' 
Baby  Doll. 


In  addition  to  this  small  change, 
Woody  had  replaced  the  usual  Greek 
Chorus  with  Three  Floozies  from  an  un- 
named gin  mill  in  Hull,  while  Tiresias  was 
transmogrified  into  the  Reverend  Tiresias 
of  the  First  Established  Way  of  Mystical 
Truth  Church,  and  was  dressed  in  clothes 
and  had  a  manner  of  speaking  that  would 
put  a  modern  televangelist  to  shame. 

Another  modification  added  to  the 
dramatis  personae.  an  emperor,  based 
on  the  newly-elected  Prime  Minister, 
John  Diefenbaker. 

To  further  enhance  the  general  mer- 
riment, all  the  parts  were  played  by 
engineers  and,  in  those  days,  we  were  all 
males.  Just  in  case  the  cross-dressing 
should  not  be  piquant  enough  by  itself, 
Woody  added  to  the  impact  by  casting 
the  biggest  guy  in  our  group  as  Baby 
Doll,  with  the  next  three  biggest  as  the 
Three  Floozies,  while  the  smallest  of  all 
the  engineers  played  the  role  of  Oedipus. 

The  sight  of  the  Three  Floozies, 
appropriately  scantily  dressed,  sashaying 
up  to  the  proscenium  to  deliver  their 
messages  with  hips  swinging  in  some- 
thing like  unison,  was  all  it  took  to  bring 
the  house  down.  It  didn't  hurt,  of  course, 
that  some  of  the  members  of  the  audience 
had  likely  taken  some  sort  of  liquid 
stimulation  before  the  play  started. 

No  doubt,  our  annual  engineer  thes- 
pian  extravaganza  put  grey  hairs  prema- 
turely on  Woody's  head.  It  likely  also 
brought  despair  at  what  we  were  doing 
to  theatre  at  Carleton  to  the  hard-working 
members  of  the  Sock'n'Buskin  club,  who 
assisted  with  the  make-up  and  produc- 
tion each  year.  But  everyone  seemed  to 
take  it  in  good  spirits. 

It's  hard  to  believe  that  all  that  ex- 
citement is  now  over  30  years  in  the  past, 
because  some  of  the  memories  are  still  as 
fresh  as  ever.  Thanks  Woody.  V

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Grads  Help  Save  Lives 
With  New  Product

The  next  time  you  take  a  CPR 
training  course,  the  chances  are 
pretty  good  that  you'll  be  practis- 
ing your  skills  on  a  dummy  de- 
signed by  graduates  from  Carleton's 
School  of  Industrial  Design. 

The  husband  and  wife  team  of  Richard 
Brault,  BID/82,  and  Dianne  Croteau,  BID/ 
80,  along  with  their  friend  Jonathan 
Vinden,  BID/82,  first  started  producing 
their  dummy  about  two-and-a-half  years 
ago.  Since  then,  at  least  30,000  have  been 
sold  in  more  than  20  countries,  with  sales 
doubling  over  the  past  year.  And  it's  no 
wonder. 

ACTAR  91 1  is  a  simple,  but  effective, 
CPR  training  tool.  When  you  blow  into 
the  mouth,  you  inflate  a  "lung"  inside  the 
dummy's  chest.  When  you  simulate 
external  cardiac  massage  with  your  hands, 
you  force  the  air  back  out  through  the 
mouth. 

Best  of  all,  it  sells  for  about  $60, 
compared  to  more  sophisticated  elec- 
tronic dummies  that  cost  anywhere  from 
$600  to  $2,000. 

That's  made  people  responsible  for 
teaching  CPR  very  happy.  When  they 
were  in  Ottawa  to  demonstrate  their 
product  last  fall,  Brenda  Pichette,  na- 
tional coordinator  of  first  aid  services  for 
the  Red  Cross,  estimated  that  the  use  of 
the  dummy  could  cut  almost  an  hour  off 
of  the  typical  four-hour  CPR  training 
course. 

That's  because,  with  these  inexpen- 
sive dummies,  everyone  in  the  class  is 
able  to  practise  on  his  or  her  own  dummy, 
instead  of  spending  most  of  the  time 
waiting  for  one  to  be  available. 

And  that  suits  Dianne  and  Richard 
just  fine.  "It's  really  rewarding  to  see  our 
products  being  used,"  says  Dianne.  "We 
feel  we're  contributing  to  society  in  a 
positive  way.  It's  most  fulfilling." 

Adds  Richard,  "The  satisfaction  we 
get  is  knowing  some  little  girl  saved  her 
mother's  life  in  Seattle  after  having  learned 
CPR  on  one  of  our  mannequins.  That's 
where  we  get  our  satisfaction." 


Nowadays,  all  three  graduates  can 
be  found  in  Toronto.  Jonathan  is  a 
products  specialist  for  Stroan  Systems 
Incorporated.  Dianne  and  Richard  moved 
to  Toronto  right  after  they  graduated,  and 
have  been  running  their  own  company, 
Studio  Innova  Inc.,  since  1985. 

ACTAR  911,  named  for  ACT  Artificial 
Respiration  and  the  emergency  telephone 
number,  is  only  one  of  their  products. 
Specializing  in  medical  safety  equipment, 
other  products  they  have  worked  on 
include  orthopaedic  knee  braces  and 
emergency  cervical  collars.  Dianne  com- 
ments they  are  also  on  the  verge  of 
starting  a  relationship  with  another  com- 
pany to  develop  new  products  in  the 
same  field. 

Married  for  eight  years,  the  two  met 
at  Carleton,  but  not  in  class.  "We  met 
playing  squash,"  says  Richard.  "Dianne 
was  two  years  ahead  of  me  in  school,  so 
we  didn't  have  classes  together." 


Both  say  they  enjoyed  their  years  at 
Carleton  and,  although  the  industrial 
design  program  was  very  intensive,  they 
managed  to  find  time  for  other  activities 
as  well.  Richard  worked  as  a  lifeguard 
and  pool  instructor,  and  played  on  the 
waterpolo  team;  Dianne  was  involved 
with  student  government  in  the  School. 

Their  current  work  in  medical  safely 
equipment  stems  from  an  interest  Richard 
had  as  a  student.  For  his  fourth  year 
project,  he  designed  a  spine  board  for 
aquatic  spinal  injuries. 

While  many  couples  with  the  same 
skills  and  background  might  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  work  together,  Richard  says  they 
get  along  very  well.  "We  complement 
each  other,"  he  explains.  "Dianne  is  very 
disciplined  and  able  to  keep  a  strong 
focus  on  reality.  I'm  the  one  who  bounces 
off  the  walls  and  ceilings.  We  keep  each 
other  in  check." 

While  they  may  not  be  staying  up 
late  at  night  worrying  about  the  future  of 
their  company,  that  doesn't  mean  they're 
getting  a  lot  of  sleep  these  days.  Dianne 
and  Richard  are  the  proud  parents  of  a 
three-month  old  son,  Andre,  and  the 
chances  are  pretty  good  that  they've  put 
in  more  than  a  few  late  nights  recently.
